B Lecturer:  Eda  Houwink,  M.Sc.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Social  Work  in  the  School 
of  Social  Work,  University  of  Toronto,  was  born  in  St.  Louis.  She  received  her 
education  for  social  work  in  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  and  in  The  School 
of  Social  Service  Administration,  University  of  Chicago.  In  the  United  States,  Miss 
Houwink  has  held  important  positions  as  a case  worker,  student  supervisor,  and 
teacher.  During  the  war  she  was  teaching  case  work  with  the  American  Red  Cross. 
Miss  Houwink  has  contributed  to  such  well-known  periodicals  as  “The  Family", 
“The  Survey”,  “The  Social  Welfare  Review”,  and  “Public  Welfare".

Lecturer:  Stuart  K.  Jaffary.  Ph.D.,  Associate  Professor  of  Social  Work  is  a graduate 
of  the  University  of  Alberta  and  of  the  School  of  Social  Service  Administration, 
University  of  Chicago.  Dr.  Jaffary  returned  to  Canada  in  1940  from  the  United 
States  where  he  held  teaching  positions  in  the  University  of  Chicago  and  in  Tulane 
University  (New  Orleans).  Dr.  Jaffary  has  had  wide  experience  in  rehabilitation, 
in  teaching,  and  in  social  research  in  mental  hospitals,  courts,  and  reformatories. 


How  we  got  from  Then  to  Now  Thursday,  March  14th 


Lecturer:  Elizabeth  Govan,  M.A.,  Assistant  Professor  in  the  School  of  Social  Work 
took  the  M.A.  degree  in  Public  Welfare  Administration  in  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  graduated  from  the  School  of  Philosophy,  Politics  and  Economics  in  Oxford 
University.  Soon  after  graduating  from  the  School  of  Social  Work  Miss  Govan  went 
to  Australia  to  teach  for  the  Board  of  Social  Studies  of  Sydney.  When  the  Univer- 
sity of  Sydney  established  its  own  department  of  Social  Work  Miss  Govan  became 
its  Director.  In  addition  to  building  up  a new  Department,  Miss  Govan  took  an 
important  part  in  the  development  of  education  for  industrial  workers,  Red  Cross 
workers  and  others  engaged  in  war-connected  services.

Lecturer:  Bertram  H.  Gold,  M.S.S.A.,  took  the  B.A.  degree  in  the  University  of 
Toronto,  majoring  in  psychology,  and  did  graduate  work  in  Western  Reserve 
University,  Cleveland.  From  1939  to  1943  Mr.  Gold  taught  group  work  in  the  School 
of  Applied  Social  Sciences  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  He  was  also  Assistant 
Executive  Director  of  the  Irene  Kaufman  Settlement  in  Pittsburgh.  Since  1943  Mr. 
Gold  has  served  in  the  United  States  Army  as  a clinical  psychologist  and  as  informa- 
tion and  education  officer  in  England.
